There is a 
constitutional inhibition against 
the state making grants for in- 
dividual rehabilitation, he added. 

Arn advocated flood reinsur- 
ance, low interest rate loans and 
‘Indemnification of certain losses 
based solely on need. 

There also must be a long- 
range comprehensive flood control 
program, he said, embracing dikes 
and levees, retention dams on 
tributaries, soil conservation and

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Advice wali Hope for Britain 


Americans can give a word of advice and a 
word of hope to the British people as they ap- 
proach the general election which Prime Minis- 
ter Attlee has called for Oct. 25. 

The advice is directed to those Conservative 
party leaders who are saying that the public 
opinion polls practically guarantee them a satis- 
fying victory. The polls show the Conservatives 
leading Labor by some 12 percentage points, 
and there is a theory that any lead of nine 
points or more means a -virtually certain tri- 
umph. 

Most observers agree that the Conservatives 
have an excellent chance of winning with a 
workable parliamentary majority. But Americans 
who drew rash conclusions from the pdblic 
opinion polls in 1948 will urge the British not 
to trust the straws too far. As we found out, 
the only truly reliable way to determine an 
election outcome is. to hold the election. 

The hope that will go out from this side of the 
Atlantic to the other is that, whoever wins; the 
verdict may be decisive. Labor has governed for 
18 months with a bare handful of a majority, 
Either Labor or the Conservatives’ could un- 
doubtedly provide firmer leadership if the new 
Government has a majority in parliament large 
enough to give it confidence that it does repre- 
sent a majority of the people. 

This country knows something about being 
on political dead center itself; we have been 
there since November of 1950. Both countries 
recognize the value of vigorous opposition, but 
when the division is almost equal, responsibility 
which the Government should bear is sometimes 
dissipated.

On certain installment loans, for example, on 
automobiles, limited insurance requirements may 
be justified—provided the borrower is free to 
buy the insurance where he wishes, and not 
compelled to buy ft from the lender. 

But to. demand that personal loan . borrowers 
take. out life, health or accident insurance seems 
wholly unreasonable. As the legislative hearings 
showed, the insurance device has often been 
used by illegal lenders to mask extortionate 
charges for loans. Are the worst practices of 
the illegal lenders now to be legalized? 

The small loan law authorizes interest charges 
of 27 per cent a year, which in most cases far 
exceeds the actual cost of the loan to the lender. 
Are the regulations now to authorize additional 
‘charges to the borrower in the form of unneces- 
sary insurance premiums, and additional profits 
to the lender in.the form of commissions on 
that insurance? : 

The law was written for the lenders rather 
than for the protection of borrowers. Is it now 
to be administered in the same spirit?

OPS BLAMED FOR FORCING 
ARMY TO BUY MEAT ABROAD 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Representatives of the meat pack- 
ing industry today blamed meat 
price controls for forcing the 
Army to buy meat from foreign 
countries. 

Management and labor joined 
in the protest against the Army’s 
plan to purchase 10,000,000 
pounds of beef overseas. 

A spokesman for the American 
Meat Institute said the meat pack- 
ers would lose “nearyl $1,000,000” 
if they accepted the meat con- 
tract. He said the packers would 
lose an average of $24 per head 
of cattle “under present OPS beef 
price regulations.” 

The institute spokesman said 
that the packers would not be 
able to purchase a sufficient num- 
ber of the required grade of 
steers without violating the OPS 
ceilings. 

“The Army wants choice grade 
beef but this grade of steers has 
been selling on various markets 
at 2 cents a pound more than the

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SOME PRICES UP 


Says Rice, Corn, Corn, Soybeans 
Are Selling Below Ceil- 
ings and Parity—7 Pct. 
Drop, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP) 
-—The Department of Agriculture 
is putting on a high-powered 
drive .to force some farm prices 


up. e 
Through its nation-wide organi- 
zation in touch with growers it 
is urging that this season’s crops 
of commodities on. which prices 
have been sagging be held off the 
market until better prices develop. 
The department is telling farm- 
ers to take Government price 
support loans and store their har- 
vests. 

Cotton, rice, corn and soybeans 
are affected. 

However, department officials 
say conflict between its price-in- 
creasing campaign and efforts of 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
to keep prices down is only ap- 
parent, not real. 

Crops Below Parity, 

All the farm- commodities the 
department is urging growers to 
put in storage are selling below 
ceiling prices. With one exception 
—cotton—they are all below par- 
ity. Parity is a price declared 
by law to be equally fair to sath 
ducer and consumer. 

Department officials said they 
are not trying to run farm prices 
above their ceilings. The depart- 
ment is stepping in to keep the 
nation and its farmers from get- 
ting hit with an economic boom- 
erang which might result from 
the hearty farm response this year 
to appeals for big crops in the 
face of national emergency. 

Farm prices have dropped near- 
ly 7 per cent since touching a rec- 
ord high last February. This, the 
,Agriculture Department said yes- 
terday, is a result of big crops 
produced at Government urging. 

Effect in Future. 

Depart nent officials said if 
farm prices do not stay at satis- 
factory levels, production next 
year and thereafter may not be so 
high. That couid mean short sup- 
plies, with higher prices for the 
consumer, or, continued big crops 
on the market might push farm 
prices even lower, with danger 
of creating a farm depression. 
Farm depressions :n the past sig- 
naled general depressions. 

Secretary of Agriculture Bran- 
nan yesterday issued a statement 
urging rice growers to take parity 
level loans and store their crops. 
The department had already put 
tiz.ousands of field workers to urg- 
ing cotton growers to store their 
crops under Government support 
loans. Department plans are be- 
ing made for similar campaigns 
for corn and soybeans. 


AUGUST LIVING COST 
STAYS ATI JULY’S 
RECORD HIGH MARK 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP) 
— The Government reported yes- 
terday that living costs were un- 
changed in August from the rec- 
ord high level in July. 

One of the two alternate meth- 
ods of computing the index, how- 
ever, showed the slight decline of 
one-tenth of 1 per cent between 
the two months. 

August prices in stores for 
many food items, including fruits 
and vegetables, and house furnish- 
ings, declined a bit from July. 
This was offset by increases in 
rents, wearing apparel and such 
miscellaneous items as gasoline 
and streetcar fares. 

The principal living cost index, 
computed by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics for August, remained at 
185.5 per cent of the 1935-39 av- 
erage, as it was in July. This is 
7 per cent higher than August 
1950 and 9 per cent above the 
level of June 1950, the start of 
the Korean war. 

The alternate index compiled 
by the bureau declined to 185.6. 
This is the “old series” index used 
by most labor unions to figure 
living cest wage adjustments 
based on “escalator” contract pro- 
visions with employers. None of 
the major unions were up for 
“escalator” pay revisions based 
on the August index. 

Wholesale prices continued 
their steady decline during the 
week ended Sept. 18. The weekly 
index edged down one-tenth per 
cent. It reached 176.7 per cent 
of the 1926 average, 12.6 per cent 
‘above the level befoge the Korean 
War.

RIVER PARKWAY BILL 
TO SEEK $10,000,000 


Will Ask for Allotment to 10 
States for Projects Along 
Mississippi. 


By a Special Cniveneniiad of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
QUINCY, Ill. Sept. 22—Con- 
gress will be asked to authorize 
the allocation of up to $10,000,000 
to 10 states for projects con- 
nected with the proposed Mis- 
sissippi River National Parkway, 
members of the Parkway Planning 
Commission were told here today. 
The National Park Service 
would be permitted to allot to 
the states up to $10,000, 000 “over 
the five-year period beginning 
upon termination of the current 
national emergency,” under terms 
of a bill planned for introduction 
in Congress next January.- 
A draft of the bill, authorizing 
construction of the 2500-mile 
highway from Lake Itaska, Minn., 
to the mouth of the river below 
New Orleans, was read to mem- 
bers of the commission. Their 


three-day meeting ends tonight 
with a session at Keokuk, Ia. 
The bill would authorize the 


‘Bureau of Public roads to spend 


funds for planning, surveys, acqui- 
sition of right-of-way and con- 
struction of the highway. The 
Park Service money would be 
used by the states to provide ade- 
quate park and recreation facili- 
ties along the parkway. Conrad 
L. Wirth, associate director of 
the National Park Service, told 
the meeting last night that recrea- 
tional facilities about every 100 
miles along the highway probably 
would be recommended. Later, 
these should be required at 50- 
mile intervals, he said. 

A survey of the route made by 


of Public Roads is being com- 
pleted and is expected to be re- 
leased in about a month. In the 
study of proposed routes for the 
highway, more than 2200 aerial 
photographs have been made.
